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Fight Crime: Invest in Kids recently released a report entitled Bullying
Prevention Is Crime Prevention. The report focuses on the scope of the
problem of bullying in our nation's schools, the connection to later crime,
and programs that work to prevent bullying. Bullying affects one out of
every three children in sixth through tenth grade and can lead to more
serious consequences, including violent crime and death. Fortunately,
there are cost-effective, research-proven programs that can prevent
bullying and later crime and violence. The report identifies several of
these bullying prevention programs and urges their widespread
implementation.
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
